LONDON HE Jurors for our LORD 
. TO WIT. 8 THE KING, upon their Oath 
present, That DANIEL IS AAC E A- 
TON, late of LONDON, Bookseller, being 
a malicious, ſeditious, and evil. diſpoſed Person, and 
greatly disaffefted to our said LORD THE KING, 
and to his Administration of Government of this 
Kingdom, and unlaufully, maliciouſly, and ſediti- 
ouſly contriving, deviſing, and intending to ſcundalixe, 
traduce, and viliſy, our said LORD THE KING, 
and the regal Power and Office established by 
Law within this Realm, and to represent our said 
LORD THE KING as ſanguinary, tyrannical, op- 
preſſive, cruel, and deſpotic; and thereby to slir up 
and excite Diſcontents and Seditions amongst the 
Subjects of our said LORD THE KING, and 
to alienate and withdraw the Fidelity, Affection, and 
Allegiance, of His said Majesty's Subjects from 
His said Majesty's Person and Government, on 
the Eighteenth Day of November, in the Vear of 
our Lord One Thousand Seven Hundred and 
and Ninety-three, at London aforesaid, in the 
Parish of St. Mary-le-Bow, in the Ward of 
Cheap, unlaufully, malicioufly, and ſeditiouſiy did 
publish, and cause to be published a certain 
Pamphͤlet, intitled, „ POLITICS.

16 and, above all, that fine ornamented. thing 
« about his head there, his Crown or Coxcomb, 
0 J believe you call it, (however, the distinc- 
tion is not very important) yet I had, even 
te at that time, some lurking principles of 
% aversion to bare faced Despotism struggling 
© at my heart, which would sometimes Whisper 
6 to me, that the best thing one could do, ei- 
6c ther for cocks and hens, or men and women, 
1% Was, to rid the world of Tyrants,” [mean- 
ing our said LORD THE KING, among
